of France’s debt to America from 
an economic standpoint and along 
lines mentioned by America in its 
last note to France was indicated 
in authentic circles tonight as the 
policy which the new Cabinet may 
favor. 

The Associated Press also was in- 
formed that, on the particular ques- 
tion of the December interest pay- 
ment, there is a movement.here to 
accept submission of it as an iso- 
lated problem to arbitration. 

_It was pointed out that an ar- 
bitration agreement exists between 
France and the United States and 
that there was a possibility of de- 
positing the December $20,000,000 
payment in.some bank like the 
Bank for International Settlements. 

It was understood that the min- 
isterial declaration, which will be 
brief, will refer to the American 
debt question in a sense that re- 
quires immédiate and constant at- 
tention. 

Such is the described present 
plan of the Government despite the 
fact that the Cabinet took no de- 
cision today. 

France’s idea is that an interna- 
tional commission of experts on 
which even néutral experts could 
sit would examine the debt problem 
from every possible angle like the 
Basel experts did reparations, but 
start from the idea that any settle-

Certain Basic Principles.

Purpose Is to Improve Price of 
Livestock Within the 
Empire. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—The overseas 


bas again been restricted by Euro- 
pean experiments with farm relief, 
the Institute of American Meat 
Packers said in a statement today. 

The British Government is tem-; 
porarily limiting shipments of ba- 
con and hams from the United 
States and other countries compet- 
ing with the United Kingdom. Its 
announced purpose is to improve 
the price of livestock in the British 
Empire. The result, the institute 
statement said, is that the foreign 
market for part of the pork produc- 
tion of this country is lost. 

For two months, starting Nov. 
21, packers in the United States, 
Denmark, Sweden, Holland, Poland 
and other non-empire countries are 
asked to reduce pork shipments 
17% per cent under the average 
for August to September. 

“Restrictions on importations of 
a more permanent nature, to be- 
come effective after July 1, 1933, 
have been recommended by a spe- 
cial parliamentary commission,” the 
statement says.

What Are We Afraid Of? 


READER in Iowa writes: 
A “A questionnaire recently 
was sent to the student 
body of a college, asking them 
to indicate any subjects upon 
which they would wish the 
visiting preachers to speak. A 
large majority of the students 
replied: ‘Let them tell us how 
we may conquer fear!’ What 
is the matter with us when our 
young people are so afraid? 
What. are we afraid of, any- 
way? Have we lost our nerve?” 
The world is in the grip of a 
white-faced fear, which seems 
to have seized all classes of 
people in its clutch, the edu- 
cated and the\ ignorant, the 
old and the young. One of the 
surprising facts of modern life 
is that the safest and most 
comfortable civilization thé 
world has ever known, is the 
victim of a nervous, imagina- 
tive, foreboding fear. It is as 
if a swarm of fears had been 
let loose upon us, like the 
plagues of Egypt, tormenting 
us with all sorts of terrors. 

A famous editor listed five 
major fears in our generation, 
but he might have made it 
5000. Our fears are of many 
kinds—fear of ourselves, fear 
of others; fears of the present, 
of the future, of sickness, of 
poverty, of death; fear of life 
itself—fears without reason and 
without end. Fear is the great- 
est enemy of man, making us 
a trace of creepers, cringers 
and cowards, when we ought 
to walk erect. 

Why should it be so? For 
one thing, a great deal of our 
fear is a hangover from a time 
when life was far more dan- 
gerous than it is today. Open 
the Book of the Psalms, or 
read alm any collect in the.

OT so many years ago any 
flashy ornaments hanging 
around the neck or wrist, or 
dangling from the ears posed as 
costume jewelry.

Sketched today are some of the 
attractive versions of this careful 
styling of costume jewelry as dis- 
played in St. Louis stores.

At upper left are two views of

The ‘collar-like necklace 
uses the tiny pearis in a basket 


weave with a large flat bow in 
front. The bracelet, which fits 
closely about the wrist, has a large, 
soft bow for decoration.

Meat in the Diet 
N the minds of many, proteins 
in general and meats in partic:.- 
lar, are subject to suspicion. 


Let there take place even a mild 
gastric upset, and at once the blaine 
is cast upon meat. In discussion; 
of amateur dietitians, the advice to 
cut out meats and proteins is all 
too common. 


Science is partly to blame for this 
common suspicion cast upon prv- 
teins and meats. In the early days 
of physiologic chemistry, we wera 
much too preoccupied with the so- 
called catabolic end results of p-o- 
teins. 


Urea and uric acid occupied a 
large place in medical literature 
and were suspected as contributizizg 
to a host of diseases. 

With our better knowledge of 
nutrition, metabolism and of physi: 
ologic chemistry, the proteins have 
been vindicated. More than that, 
we have come to recognize thar 
they are a very essential element 
in nutrition. 

They are not only imperatively 
needed for the growth of the body 
and for the repair of wornout tis- 
sue, but more than that, if mana 
would enjoy full health and ts- 
tained vigor, his consumption of 
protein food must of necessity be 
liberal. 

Experience has demonstrated 
that the sufferer with Bright's dis- 
ease whose urine is laden with al- 
bumen, requires liberal portions of 
protein foods in his diet to enable 
him to replace the proteins (the al- 
bumen) which are lost through the 
kidneys whose filtering power has 
been impaired.
